Baton Rogue, March 29.— The cotton 
boll w eevil will he unusually numen-H- 
and destructive this year, according t > 
a report by Dr. W. D. Hunter, in char!, 
j 
of the boll w eevil investigation for the 
United States departm ent of agricul­ 
ture. 
He says: 
“Conditions through­ 
out the past winter have been unusu­ 
ally favorable for the hibernation of 
the boll weevil. 
Two critical condi­ 
tions for successful hibernation— tem ­ 
perature and dryness— have been fa­ 
vorable. 
The mild winter and spring 
are having the effect of causing unus­ 
ual em ergency /rom hibernation. Last 
season at D allas and K eachie, La., the 
earliest w eevils appeared 
March 21. 
This season the em ergence began ful­ 
ly thirty days prior to that date. 
‘‘Conditions 
indicate 
clearly 
that 
w eevils will be unusually abundant in 
cotton fields this 
season and great 
dam age may be expected. Som e of the 
conditions that m ay occur will have 
the effect c counteracting natural r* 
suit from present conditions.

stance, dry w eather during June and , 
July, after cotton plants are well start- ] 
ed, will serve to check the Insect.”
